Chapman said construction of the Oxbow dnm would waste 
precioos water power and nl^o 
hinder.the bureau of reclama- 
tion's effort.^ to provide flood 
control, nnviRTition, and rec- 
reation benefits for the Co- 
lumbia river basin.

The Idaho Po-wer company's stand on the proposed federal 
Hells Canj' on dam W'as given by f he.camDany pre^ideiitrlVEr 
Ro!ichT~BdiBe, Wednesday noon at a joint mectins of the 
Twin Falls Kiwanis, Lions and Rotary clubs. 

"I do 'not represent a school of thought committed lo in-' 
evitability and defeatism," Roach declared in comment about 
the relations between the Hells Canyon power project and 
the Mountain Home reclamation project. . 

He said backera of the Mountan Home' project iiidicate 
they feel construction of the Hells Canyon project is inev- 
itable and wish to make the best possible deal with the fed- 
eral government. 

Introduced by Ralp h Carpenter, Idaho Power company di- 
~ vision manager here, Roach 
revie^ved his company's his- 
tory in keeping ahead of 
demand for electric power. On 
the fievelopmeot o{ \t,t BnaVe rlvci 
valley, he termed the area as the 
last great frontier In the Pacific 
northwest.
